EDITORIAL COMMENT 


Federal Department of Mines and Mining 


I 


X a*i article in the Denver Mining- Record. 


Carl H. Paddock thus ably sets forth the 


legitimate claims of the mining- industry of the 
United States to a position in the Cabinet equally 
with that of Agriculture or Commerce: 


"Government investigation of technical prob- 


lems is economy written in millions. For exam- 
ple, the agricultural department may spend sev- 
eral thousand dollars on one investigation or 
series of investigations. 
As a result it becomes 


possible for perhaps as many thousand farmers, 
by taking advantage of the information thus 
gained to effect a saving of Sioo each. For every 
dollar spent a hundred are earned. Yet it would 
have been impossible for any oi the farmers, as 
individuals, to carry on the investigation. 
By 


working along these lines, however, the federal 
government can add millions to the net annual 
income of the country. 


"In mining the opportunity for profitable in- 


vestigation by the government is even greater 
than it is in agriculture. Every time i cent a ton 
\s taken off the cost o» production of any of the 
principal ores, one cent is added to the available 
wealth in each of the countless tons of that ore 
lying in the ground. 


"Metallurgical progress is rapid. Mineral land 


that was valueless a few years ago is now worth 
thousands of dollars an acre, because recent meth- 
ods have made it possible to extract the metal 
from ore that could hitherto be handled only at 
a loss. 
It sometimes happens that ore thrown 


upon the dump some years ago can now be treated 


with greater profits than were obtained in the 
first operations. 
Zinc sulphides that were left 


standing in mines as worthless are now taken out 
and help to swell dividends. The cyanide pro- 
cess, the filtering press, the tube mill, the modern 
dredge and numerous other methods and devices 
have greatly extended the sphere of mining and 
enhanced the value of mineral lands. 


"Metallurgical advance, even more than the 


discovery of ne»v ore deposits, improvement in 
mining methods and the extension of railroads, 
adds to the wealth derived from the mineral re- 
sources of a country. Moreover, there are many 
metallurgical problems whose solution cannot be 
attempted, except in laboratories of the govern- 
ment, or those of large corporations. 


"If clone by the government, the results of 


metallurgical 
investigation becomes 
common 


property and tends to place large and small op- 
erators upon an equal footing. 
If left to large 


corporations, the tendency of technical progress 
is often toward the establishment of monopoly. 
The effect of government investigation along 
this hue i«, therefore, twofold. On the one hand 
it increases wealth and on the other it promotes 
a wider and fairer distribution of wealth. 


"Experimental metallurgy would probably be 


the most important work taken up by a federal 
department of mines. The possibilities of a met- 
allurgical bureau are enormous and in connection 
w ith the geological survey it would undoubtedly 
make the new department a great power in the 
material progress of the nation." 
•
